One whole grade just dropped out of 
sight. Why? This was perpetrated because the market was flat. Instead 
of letting prices drop as they might in an open market, the reduction 
in value was accomplished by 'degrading', something like devaluing 
the cash in your savings account. 


The saga has continued, first with MS-60, 65, and 70, and more 
recently, MS-61, 62, 63, 64, 66, 67, et cetera. Can MS-61(a) or MS-61.1 
be far off? True, all this, has excited new interest by those who had 
commenced to lag in interest. Even attracting those new collectors 
who wondered what we nuts were talking about with these crazy numbers. 
As you know, each number carries a different price tage and more 
battles of opinion ensured as between MS-63 or MS-64. Anyhow we kept 
our slate clean, our prices did not drop, just our grade. 


Key thing is, we have an exciting new battlefield and challenge. 
Everyone is now grading and trading. AND THAT is where NCNA does and

My Dad, however, was superior in his own way. I always stood in 
awe of his mechanical ability.

My Dad left me a legacy that cannot be measured or even seen 
very clearly. Dad's legacy is more than memories or a name. It is a 
purpose to life: I choose my career because of my Dad's work; I take 
pride in anything I do because Dad taught me any job is worth doing 
right; I respect a man with mechanical skills because of my Dad's own 
ability, and I seek to do the best because that is what Dad would want. 


My Dad lived a long hard life. Child of immigrants and product of 
the Great Depression, he had worked hard all his life and lived in pain 
for years from an industrial accident. 


My Dad is now, after a burdened life, at rest and peace. He no 
longer has worries nor responsibilities. He out fishing, relaxing on 
the shore along Carquinez Strait, trying with sardine bait for that 
twenty-four inch plus striped bass that he sought for so long to hook 
and land. Now he has the time, all the time to relax and be at peace.
